The council met in the council cham- 
ber on Wednesday evening.

Pank’s request be 
referred to the town solicitor, as to 
the liability of the town. 

That the offer of the general hos- 
pital, to keep McKay at $20 per menth, 
be accepted. That: the: secretary be in- 
structed to write the Territorial gov- 
ernment asking for aid. 

That N. D. Beck be granted privil- 
ege tc redeem Caldwell’s property. 

That the account of the late T. W. 
Chalmers be paid. 

That the Bulletin be informed 
that the council does not see their 
way clear to increase their order for 
pamphlets. 

That Mr. Chipman’s communication 
be laid on the table for an adjourned 
meeting. 

The fire, water and light commit- 
tee reported the result of negotiations 
with the Edmonton Electric Light Co. 
stating that they had made an offer 
to the company of $12,500 which the 
company had refused, but presented 
a final offer of $14,500, which the com- 
mittee now submitted for the consid- 
eration of the council. D. R. Fraser, 
director, and Sec.-Treas. Jellett ad- 
dressed the council on behalf of the 
company, in support of their offer 
or failing that, the extension of their 
franchise for a period of 10 yeans. 
to enable them to inciease their stock 
andi sell shares. After considarafble 
discussion the whole matter was re- 
ferred back to the fire, water and 
light committee to ascertain the cost 
of installing an efficient electric light 
system as a municipal undertaking. 

fhe SecretaryHtreasurer produced 
reports upon the local improvements 
of 1901, setting forth the cost, and 
other partinulars congeyuing them. 
The reports were adopted. 

Wednesday, the 19th day of March, 
was set down as the date for the sit- 
ting of the council as a court of re- 
vision. on frontage tax assessments. 

Dr. Roy appeared before the council 
and stated that a family of immi-s 
grants had just arvived in town with 
two cases of diphtheria; that they had 
been refused admittance at the hos- 
pitals and had nowhere to go. He 
asked that the town take some meas- 
ures to provide temporary accormmoda- 
tion for the family. In this matter, 
as it was considered that the health 
of the town was concerned, arrange- 
ments were immediately made to have 
the family housed and quarantined. 
(This was accomplished at midnight.)

Funeral of Lord Dufferin. 
London, Fer W.— Tie Marqius 
of Dufferim, fogmer Governor - 
General of Canada, and who hag 
filied many high diplomatic posts in 
the English service, died at 6.25 o,clock 
this morning at his residence at Clan- 
deboye, County Down, Ireland. Lord 
Dufferin has been long in ill healjth. 
He passed away peacefully, after a 

night of total unconsciousness.

London, Feb. 12—Lord Dufferin 


never wholly recovered from the shocl 
which he experienced. as the rerult of 
the death of his son, Lord Ava, in 
South Africa, and the failure of the 
London and Globe Finance Corpora- 
tion, Limited, and kindred companies 
of which he was a director, completed 
his breakdown. With the exception 
of his youngest son, Lord Hamilton 
Temple-Blackwood, who is with his 
regiment, the Ninth Lancers, in South 
Africa, all the famiiy were at the 
death bed. Lord Clundeboye, the eld- 
est son, who is a clerk in the foreign 
office, and) who married Fliorencee., 
daughter of John H. David, of New 
York, succeeds to the title. 


The funeral of Lord Dufferin will be 
private, His remains will be buried 
in the graveyard at Clandeboye, on 
February 15th. 

London, Feb. 12.—The papers com- 
ment on Lord Dufferin’s paltry pen- 
sion of £1,700 vearly, which necessitat- 
ed his mixing up in city companies. 

The St. James’ Gazette says; “It is 
not a pleasant reflection that if the 
nation had acted with jusiice towards 
such a man as it has now Jost, the 
might have been spared the humilia- 
tion which he brought upon himself, 
in consequence of the circumstances in 
which he was left, in the last days 
of his briliiant career.” 


Angio-Japanese Alliance. 


Yokohama, Feb. 12.--The premier, 
Viscount Katsura, announced in the 
Diet to-day the signature of the An- 
glo-Japanese treaty, which is there re- 
garded as being practically an offen- 
sive and defensive alliance. The news 
of the signing of the treaty has been 
received with enthusiasm throughout 
Japan. 

Paris, Feb. 12.—The view taken in 
diplomatic circles here is that the An- 
glo-Japanese alliance, being purely de- 
tensive, is no wise a disquieting ele- 
ment in the eastern situation. The 
agreement, it is here claimed, excludes 
Manchuria, and Russia therefore is not 
menaced thereby. The alliance is taken 
to show that Great Britain has aban- 
doned her opportunist and vaccilating 
attitude of recent yearsin ihe far east 
for a fixed policy, and that the result 
will certainly make for the peace of 
the world. The question of Corea, pro- 
vided for in the first articles, cannot 
lead to a disturbance of the peace, be- 
cause Russia has no aggressive aims 
in that country. Japan, also, is not 
aggressive. One of the first results 
ot the alliance will probably be a new 
Japanese loan, as Japan has need. of 
money.

(Continued from last issue.) 

Mrs. Marie Lyens, sworn; Am the 
wife of J. A. Lyons. Live 12 miles east 
of Ponoka. Found a watch last sum- 
mer, about the last of May, on a \Pri- 
day evenirg, on tbe east of the hay 
: corrali. Aout 8 inches from the 
: fence. The door of granary faces to- 
wards the hay corrail. Saw the pris- 
oner at my place some time before. 
Came in on the winter road with his 
father.. The distance from where the 
watch was found and the hay fence 
would be the iength of the cpurt+ 
room. Peispmer did rfct go apvay 
rom the rig while there. Know De 
Wylde came to our place hauling po- 
tatoes. Do not think he was near the 
spot where the watch was found. De 
Wylde was at my place after I found 
the watch. Asked him if he had lost 
a, watch. Replied he had not. The 
watch exhibited is the one I found. 
Never noticed any marks on the watch. 

The marks pointed out are those ,my 
husband showed me. 

Between the time the defendent was 
there only saw Mr. Pulver, who was 
at our place on the Sunday night be- 
fore the prisoner was there. Know 
Blanchard Bullock. When! saw ac- 
cused thought it was Blanche. 

Cross exmined by Mr. Bown; The 
accused was not out of my sight while 
at our place. Was in full sight of 
my husband, his father and myself, 
the whole time he was there. It 
would have been irmapossible for him to 
have thrown the watch where I 
found it without my seeing him.

Did not drive off the road. Did not

Had blankets and 
i clothes in the rig. Had no axe with 
; me. When I saw Toin Phillips I drove 
towards him, keeping on the  traii. 
That took me to the north of the 
little lake. Drove pretty fast, wanted 
to get home. Saw two men working 
in the field near Buliock’s house. They 
were ploughing southeast of the 
— Was driving a dead axle demo- 
crat. 


Cross examined by Mr. Bown; Last 
summer and spring and the winter be- 
fore, did not see a band of Indians 
wandering around the country.

Mr. Tirrell, sworn; Am master me- 
chanic in the works of Northern Paci- 
fic Railway Co., at Aspen, Wyoming, 
where Sitainton and the accused were 
employed. Builock and Stainton were 
acquainted. Stainton was about 5bft. 
6in. Much shorter than I am. I am 
5 ft. 9in. Was fair complexion. Ee- 
tween 18 and 20. Worked together 4 
or,(5 months. Bullock was called Bud 
and Stainton was called “Kid”. Ap- 
peared to be well acquainted and fair- 
ly intimate. Heard Bullock speak as 
having come from Michigan. Was at 
Aspen on the 18th April last. Gave 
them their time between the 17th and 
20th Alpril last. That is an order to 
draw the wages then due to them. 
They came together stating they. 
wanted to quit. They had been ask- 
ing for their time several days before, 
but the rule required men leaving to 
give 10 days notice. Said they were 
going to a place called Asker, in Can- 
ada, to take up land. I told them 
they had not got mpney enough to go 
there and take up land. Bullock said 
they would go up and take lind and 
farm. Then would go to work at 
some of the mines. Asked them how 
much money they had, Bullock replied 
he had $65 or $75 and the “Kid” would 
have between $175 and $200. They left 
camp) the morning after they got 
their) time. Have seen the rrisoner 
write. Have seen his writing about 
the shop and have seen him. sign his 
name at my office. 

Identified letter received at Ajrd- 
more in October lasit. [his was a 
letter from the prisoner to Mr. Tirrell 
applying for work. 

(Photographs exhibited) Have seen 
the larger one before, it most resem- 
bles Stainton as 1 know him. 

Young Stainton had tools of his own, 
some of them were marked with his 
initials. (Hammer exhibited). Have 
seen that hammer before, in my shop 
at the tunnel works. Recognize it 
not only by the initials on the head 
but also by the copper S shaped wedge 
which, I put in myself. The handle is 
home-made and made in the shop. 

(Small tool exhibited). That tox! is 
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: a scraper used by machinists for 
: scraping out holes bered in metal. 

; Saw Stainton packing his tools in 
f the shop before he left in April. He 


rolled them up in his overalls and took 
them. away. 


Saw Stainton purchase a telescope 
valise from Mr. Davis’ the morning 
before he left the works. Mr; Davis’ 
was rooming with me. The defendant 
was with him. Davis had the valise 
in kis room for some time. It was 
about the style and size of the one 
now in court. Wages were paid on 
the 25th of each month. Bullock earn- 
ed. $50 and his board while at the'boil- 
er work. Stainton got 25c per hour 
and $18 per month, for board, deduct- 
ed from the pay. I know Mr. Graham 
of the post oyfice. . They cashed 
cheques for men from the works. Pro- 
vided they had not drawn the last 
month’s pay, they would have had one 
month and 18 days pay due them. Gave 
Bullock an order for time about 4 or 
5 weeks before he left. Said he want- 
ed to send some money away and 
wanted to go to Evanston and would 
be! back in about 3 days and then go 
ef to work again. He was away a day 
and a half. Never saw either Bullock 
or Stainton use liquor. The use of 
liquor was not permitted at the works. 
Have seen tags, similar to the one 
FF shown, it is e@ same used at the 
e: laundry on my own clothes. 
The tags I had at the preliminary, 
i held at Wetaskiwin, I took off a pair 
i. of socks of my own. When I sent 
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The badge shown is the same as the 
one he wore. : 

Was present at the examination of 
the body at Wetaskiwin. Two days 
after I saw the articles at the police 
barracks. Drs. Braithwaite and Fob- 
ertson were present at the grave. Do 
not remember if I looked at a photo 
there or not, When the ‘hody wag 
tuken up I looked at the remains. I 
looked first at the face. I examined 
the mouth, the forehead, clieek bones, 
the chin and the teeth. 

They were tke remains of Leon W. 
Stainton. ; 

Identified the body by the forehead, 
the scheek bones, a large chin, large 
front teeth, evenly spaced all the way 
fhrough (hp) kpaces’ between ‘the 
two front» teeth and the next ones 
on either side, in the upper jaw, were 
a little wider.

I cut some 
off the head and delivered it to Cor- 
poral Hetherington.

Could not identify any of 
the clothing. Among articles sent to 
Leon by his mother, there was a white 
metal comb. The word “Sapho” was 
inscribed on it.

One is that of 
my wife. The other is the photo of 
Clifford, Leon’s brother. 

(All the photographic views hand- 
ed to witness). Some of them I be- 
lieve [ have seen before in my own 
home. 

Before Leon left home he had work- 
ed 3 years at his trade. He was al- 
way® saving. igs habits az@eared 
to be good. Never drank to my know- 
ledge. 

Cross examined by Mr. Bown; Nev- 
er saw any other comb like the one 
shown me. Do not say that is the 
only one of the kind manufactured. 

By Mr. Bown. You did not .know 
much about the comb at Wetaskiwin. 
How is it you know so much now? 
No reply. : 

Saw the sample of hair cut off the 
head. At the preliminary did pot say 
I took it, because I was not asked. 

Eefore [ started from Wetaskiwin 
had heard something about Siainton 


my socks and clothes to the laundry 
there were no tags on them, when 
they were returned the tags were at- 
tached.

Those referred 
to were like those now shown. 

Both Bullock and Stainton had a 
watch. I sold Pullock the one he had. 

Am positive that watch is the one 
I sold him. Stainton had a brother 
at our works. 

When Stainton was at the works 
he wore a black box cap with a peak, 
it had one or two bows in front above 
the peak. It was a cap similar to the 
exhibit. The stains along the edge 
of the crown and peak are grease. 
Have seen Stainton wearing a leather 
belt with a couple, or possibly three, 
rings in it. It was similar to the ex-~ 
ihifpit. Never saw a musical instru- 
ment in Stainton’s possession. Have 
seen; both Stainton and Bullock wear- 
ing “button photjs.’’ 'The one Bul- 
lock wore, he said, was of his wifesand 
child. 

(The hair exhibit handed to the wit- 
ness); Stainton’s hair was about that 
color.

The immigration ageni, who trav- 
elled on the train, has aa entry in ‘his 
book of the name> of C. B. Bullock and 
L. W. Siainton. One of them gave 
their destinati.2. as Asker: Mr. 
Gray recollects seeing them on the 
platform the following day, and ap- 
parently they boarded the train. 

We trace them, by the hotel regis- 
iers, to Calgary. 

Mr. Toole, the C. P. R., land agent 
at Calgary. issued an order for two 
‘tickets to C. B. Bullock and L. W. 
Stainton. The ticket agent on the 
etrengith of this order issued two tic- 
kets. fhe ticket agent saw the names 
of C .B .Bullock and L. W. Stainton 
signed by one ef the two men who pre- 
sertel the order. Mr. Gray remem- 
bers one of the men carrying a musi- 
cal instrument. 

Young Lucas, while in Aigar’s store 
at Ponoka, says two men came to the 
store and left a musical instrument to 
be called for by one of the Bullocks. 


Later on Lucas saw the two men 01 
the trail between Asker and Ponoka, 
and they asked him the way to Asker. 


On the road they go to the house ef 
Mr. Dick, who swears one of the men 
was the prisoner. 

They continue the journey with the 
mail carrier. During conversation 
with Krefting, the shorter man says, 
referring to his companion, “that 
also is a Bullock.”. 

Bud stated that he had come with 
another man who was going further. 
I ask you gentlemen, has the defence 
tried to show what became of that 
man? 

The body of a man is found near 
Bullock’s house! Now with the facts 
before us, is that not the body of L. 
W. Stainton? Is it likely then in a 
Strange country, at 11 o’clock at night 
a man would part from his companion 
aud Jet him go on alone, especially as 
he was mear the house of his par- 
ents? 

Stainton always ccrresponded regu- 
lariy with his parents. This corres- 
pondence suddenly ceases. , This is an- 
other link in the chain of evidence. 

What was the motive to dmmit 
such a dastardly deed? The evidence 
shows Bullock was a drinking man. 
Not a drunkard, but he drank. With 
expenses on the road and what he 
spent for drinks we can conclude that, 
knowing the amount he started with, 
he could have had nothing Jeft. 

It is proved that Stainton, when he 
started on the journey, had $229 and 
Builock had only $42.45. How was it 
he had $55 when he got to his father’s 
house, after all the expenses on the 
way ? pei 

The fact that Bullock had so little 
money, $42, and Stainton having $229 
points to the pvobability that Bul- 
lock, after spending his own money, 
murdered his companion for what he 
had. TI believe, he was impelled 
through sudden temptation, to com 
mit the deed. 

The prosecution touched on all the 
facts connected with the manner in 
which the desd must have been com- 
mitted} on the imprcbability of the 
father or brother seeing the prisoner 
go to the bluff during the day, when 
it may be assumed the body was buri- 
ed. It is clear he could have gone 
into the bluff and have buried the 
body without being noticed. 

The Bullovks have sworn they did 
not hear any shots, bul it appears to 
me that there must have been more 
than the usuel barking of the dogs 
to cause Fred Bullock to get up and 
go out. It does not appear reason- 
wble to suppose a farmer, after work- 
ing hard all day, wouid get up, simply 
because the dogs barked. It cannot 
be supposed that the prisoner knew he 
was so close to home when the deed 
was committed. 

Tait’s evidence shows that Bud did 
not leave the house with the others 
when they started on the hunting ex- 
ecursion. 

The general actions of the prisoner 
commented upon. 

The letter to Miss Minar. signed by 
C. B. Sterling, the name assumed by 
Bullock when he crossed the bound- 
ary line, stating that Stainton was 
dead goes to show that the prisoner 
thought this would be a good scheme 
whereby the death cf Stainton would 
be proclaimed. 

The letiers written to Tirrell by 
Bullock guve the clue. Otherwise 
Hetherington) could’ never have dis- 
covered) him. In this letter he 
foolishly asks if anything has been 
heard of the “Kid” and writes “I left 
him. at Calgary. in Canada.” 

After dealing in an exhaustive man- 
ner with all the minor points connect- 
ed with the evidence and the actions 
of the accused, the case for the crown 
was concluded by Mr. MacDonald at 
2;40 p. m. ! 

Mr. Bowrm in an eloquent manner 
eddresses the jury on behalf of the 
prisoner.—The great difficulty of es- 
tablishing identity is touched on, and 
the extraordinary peculiarities con- 
nected with the case are pointed out. 
Great stress is Jaid on the statements 
made by some of the witnesses at the 
inquest that the collar was of velvet. 
They found at the inquest the body 
was that of a man of 5 feet 101-2 
inches; Mr. Phillips, who has since 
measured the grave made it 6 feet 3 
inches. There is evidence that the 
body was that of a large man and 
from 25 to 35. The articles taken 
from the body, not even marked by 
the coroner, are handed over to the 
detective. Krefting says the bodyin 
the grave did not remind him of any- 
one he had seen before. 

Later it is learned a man, named 
Stainton, from Kaiamazoo, is miss- 
ing, but he only measured 5 feet 7 
inches} How are you going to get 
over the difference between 5 feet 7 
and 5 feet 101-2 inches. At the pre- 
liminary the measurement is hurriedly 
taken. In August the measurement 
is again takew it is 5 jest 7 inches the 
measurement wanted. 

Dr. Braithwaite says it might be 
difficult to establish the identity of 
the boy. Mr. Smith gves out prob- 
ably with his mind made up that he 
was to find the body of Leon W. 
Stainitois. Might he not have been 
mistaken ? 

What are they looking for? Why 
they are looking for L. W. Stainton, 
they are not looking for comparisons. 
If there is any doubt as to thecorrect- 
mess of the measurement you are 
bound to give the prisoner the bene-

fit of the doubt. The crown must 
prove the correctness beyond any 
doubt. 


The doctor’s owa books explode their 
theories as to telling the aie uf ayman 


that the clavicle was fully ossified, but 
when it was pointed out that’ the 
ossification did not take place until 
30 years of age, Dr. Robertson says he 
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did not examine carefully. I clain 
that these examinations were not 
carefully performed. It is a fact that 
the body filled a grave nearer 6 feet 
than 5 feet 7 inches. I ask you toex- 
anne the teeth and see if some of 
thein are not badly gone. The mother 
states that her boy had never had any 
dental work done. Now about the 
watch with L. S K., Mich. marked 
thereon. The evidence that it came 
from Michigan is just as strong as 
the evidence that the badge came from 
Michigan. Still the ownership of 
the watch could not be proved. There 
is no evidence to prove in what hole 
the belt was buckled when taken off 


the body. Au the articles 
were taken off the body 
and handed to the detective, 


this is a dangerous practice as it opens 
the door to a dishonest detective. I 
do not make any insinuations against 
Sergeant Hetherington. But I do say 
in such cases all articles at an inquest 
should be marked by the coroner and 
guarded for reference. As to the laun- 
dry tags referred to I think that 
among a fopulation of 70 million there 
are many laundries and many men 
with the same initials, I would not 
place too much importance on that. 
The braces on the body are well worn, 
but no one could state that they be- 
longed. to Stainton. Tirrell says ‘he 
never saw braces on Stainton. Where 
ate} the coins Stainton had:? Mbhey. 
were not found on the prisoner. Some 
of the ore found on the body is copper 
cre. Stainton did not come from a 
copper country. There is evidence that 
Stainton had lost the end of an index 
finger. It is a fact that the hands 
were examined but no evidence as to 
this was brought out. The eyes were 
not examined at the inquest. At We- 
taskiwin one eye was gone. With all 
these differences connected with the 
‘Aentity have you not, gentlemen of 
the jury, some doubts in your mind. If 
yow have, or even but one doubt, you 
must not hang a man, but must give 
him the benefit of the doubt. There 
is a principle in law that says, when 
there is equal evidence of guilt and in- 
nocence, you must devide in the favor 
of innocence. The evidence of the 
mother shows that the little sister fol- 
lowed her brother pretty closely all the 
time. (Passages in Taylor on evidence 
quoted touching en the evidence of 
profegbional ‘witnesses, ely.) The 
theory of stiffness or rigidity as men- 
tioned by Sergt. Hetherington is not 
carried out by the crown’s own expert 
witnetses. All the points conniected 
with the medical evidence with the 
“pros and cons” were carefully weigh- 
ed and placed before the jury. Mr. 
Bown. concluded the defence by point- 
ing out the possibility of Leon W. 
Stainton coming to light, after the 
execution of the prisoner, through any 
wrong verdict. 

Being now 5;30 the court adjourned 
until 7;30 p. m. 


CONCLUSION OF THE TRIAL. 
Bullock Condemned to Suffer the Ex- 
treme Penalty of the Law. 

Sitting resumed at 7;30 p. m. 

The judge opened his charge to the 
jury by explaining the difference be- 
tween murder and manslaughter. 

It was pointed out that the first 
question to be considered is whether or 
not the body found was that of Stain- 
ton, if it was not, then your work (is 
done and you will find the prisoner 
not guilty. You can believe or not 
foelieve the evidence of any witness 
as you think fit. Because a witness 
gave evidence urder oath you are not 
bound to believe him. Though I am 
of the opinion that all the evidence 
was clearly given and believe they all 
told the truth. Smith, the step-father 
of Stainton, who was acquainted with 
the deceased, was positive as to the 
identé@ty. ‘hg smother was sure as 
to the color of the hair. It is sure 
that Stainton and the prisoner intend- 
ed to come up to this country. They 
were traced as far as Calgary. They 
purchased tickets there to come on. 
One was sigued by L. W. Stainton. The 
mother says that is her son’s signa- 
ture. If you believe her statement 
then you can be sure they came up. 
There is no trace of Stainton after 
that point. We have evidence that 
the prisoner was seen in company with 
a young man who answers to the des- 
cription of Stainton. Krefting's 
evidence says he saw two men auswer- 
ing to the description of these two 
leave Asker post office. The coat is 
identified by both Mr. and Mrs. Smith, 
each point out a mark of .identifica- 
tion. A photo was produced which 
showed the aciual coat. A further 
circumstance points to the identity of 
Stainton, that is the mark on the 
sock. said bby the laundry man at 
Ogden to stand for L. W. Stainton, 
who was in the habit of sending 
clothes to that laundry. A similar 
cap to the one worn by Stainton at the 
works was found near the body. The 
papers found near the grave, Mrs. 
Smith says she sent toi her son and 
points out the sewing machine marks, 
she having sewn different numbers to- 
gether. The crown has told you that 
a prisoner is rarely committed by di- 
rect evidence. In this case almost all 
the evidence is circumsta‘ncial, ‘but, 
such evidence, if of the right kind, 
may be even stronger than direct evi-_ 
dence. The mark on label of the coat 
shows it came from Kalamazbo. Some 
matches were found in his pocket, he 
was known to have matches of that 
particular kind. It is for you to 
consider these certain facts. 

Take the identity. That alone 
might not be sufficient to prove .to 
your minds that this was Stairton, 
but all the facts together’ may satis- 
fy you that the body is that of Stain- 
ton. These circumstances, together 
with the articles found in his posses- 
sion, must be considered by you. You 
must be sure beyond any reasouable 
doubt that this is the body of Stain. 
ton. 

The defence has pointed out. that 
at the inquest, certain witnesses stat- 
ed that the coat had a velvet collar. 
The coat has not a velvet collar. Were 
they mistaken? The measurements 
of the body de not agree. The first 
t me it was taken with a piece of 
sring. ‘Later Yy Drs. Brafthwaite 
and Robertson. It was re-taken and 
made 5 feet 7 inches. 

_The statement of the learned coun- 
cil for the defence that these men went 
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urement five feet seven inches inches is 
hardly correct. I do not think these 
men would go to make it 5 feet 'f in- 
ches if it was not so. There is noth- 
ing in the evidence that the body at 
Wetaskiwin was not the same body 
that was measured at the inquest. The 
fact of the body having one eye was 
probably due to decomposition. If 
you find that the body was that of 
Stainton, the next question is; How 
did he come by his death? There is 
no doubt on this score. The medical 
evidence shows he died from the ef- 
fects of a bullet wound. 

The next question: Is it proved 
that the killing was done by the de- 
fendaht(f The conduct of the pris- 
oner, immediately after the occur- 
ence, will have to be considered by you. 
The statement of Dick shows that the 
prisoner and his companion were go- 
ing to Bullokks, Krefting says the 
shorter one said they were going to 
Bullocks and “there is a Bullock too.” 
When prisoner got io his father’s place 
he said he had come out with another 


man who was going on, but he didinot | 


know where. This is a very suspicious 
circumstance. I think, if the prisoner 
was guilty of the murder, it was com- 
mitted in order to acquire the money 
Stainton had, because it is clearly 
shown he had more mozey in his pos- 
session than Bullock had.

On leaving Asker the prisoner went 
under the aame of Bullock until he 
got to Calgary then al! traces of Bul- 
lock were lost. 

A large number of articles were 
afterwards found in his possession. 
Many of which could not have been 
presented) to him by Stainton.; (All 
the articles ennumerated.) Krefting’s 
evidence may not be important as to 
the identity, as he had not a good {oip- 
portunity of observing the shorter 
man. 

There is some mystery connected 
with the watch. 

The defence pointed out that the 
suspenders found on the body had not 
been seen on Stainton when alive. As 
to the finger we only have the evi- 
dence that Stainton did not lose ‘more 
than half a day at his work, so the 
cut could not have been of great im- 
portance. 

Now gentlemen, I need not review 
the evidence further, I must leave you 
to decide. If you are satisfied that 
that is the body of Stainton you will 
then decide who killed him, and if you 
conclude it was the prisoner, it will 
be your duty to find a verdict of 
guilty. ace 

If on the other hand you have any 
doubt, but that doubt, mus: be a rea- 
sonable one, as to the body being that 
of Stainton then it will be your duty 
to acquit him.
